Coolidge’s 
compromise 
provides a plan by which the exclu­ 
sion feature of the immigration bill 
would be maintained, but a provision 
inserted to postpone to a future date 
the time when exclusion would be ap­ 
plied to .Japan 
Senator Norris, before whose com­ 
mittee Henry Ford refuses to come 
to answer questions about his bid, has 
introduced a bill which, he said, “ safe­ 
guards the use of .Muscle Shoals for 
all the country.”

Senator Norris says the 
scientific men of the government have 
made wonderful progress in their ex­ 
periments on ta kin t nitrogen

These mea need a chance to 
try out their laboratory experiments

Wealthy Osage Redman to 
Organize Tribe. 


“The time Is at band for the crea­ 
tion of a society of American Indians 
that will embrace all the tribes of 
this continent,’’ says S. J. Soldanl of 
the Osages, president of the recently 
organized Oklahoma Society of Amer­ 
ican Indians. 
“At the next meeting 
of the society, to be held in Tulsa 
early in June, a constitution probably 
will be adopted that will nationalize 
the organization, and when 
that 
In 
done, we expect to start a campaign 
that wlU spread the Influence of the 
society 
into 
the 
wigwams 
of 
all 
tribes." 
Tn the organization of this society 
Soldnnl Is realizing the ambition of a 
quarter of a century. 
Tn the councils 
Pi the Osages, he has been a power 
for a long time, and as a member of 
the first Oklahoma senate after state­ 
hood. he Intervened between the white 
men and the red men in legislation. 
“American Indians never have had 
a get-together meeting,” he says. “The 
tribes are scattered all over the con- 
tinent, many of them now mere rem­ 
nants. 
While gradually mosr of them 
are being absorbed by the white race, 
they have yet a common cause. 
TI tnt 
was never more clearly demonstrated 
than when tho Indian Rights associa­ 
tion 
recently 
made 
Its 
reports 
of 
wrongs that have been Inflicted upon 
the red man. 
To Welcome Wild Tribes. 
“But the Indian Rights association 
Is not familiar with all the needs of 
the Indian. 
Sometimes It does not 
know the basic requirements of the 
Indian. 
Nobody can know it Uke the 
Indian himself. 
Nobody can represent 
the Indian os well as an Indian. 
Con­ 
sequently, hereafter we want Indians, 
well-informed 
Indians, 
to 
represent 
this society in all councils where the 
voice of tile Indian should he benni. 
“In many respects the caufle of one 
tribe Is the cause of all tribes, the in­ 
terest of one Indian the Interest of all 
Indians. 
We expect therefore, to open 
the doors of the society to the wild 
tribes as well as to the civilized tribes. 
The Indian who weurs a red blanket 
will he as welcome as the Carlisle 
graduate or the rich quarter blood. 
“The organization is to be conduct­ 
ed for the physical, educational, social 
and Industrial welfare of the Indian. 
We ore going to keep out of politics. 
Whpn It comes to a matter concerning 
the welfare of the tribes being at Issue 
In politics, the'association officials will 
recommend support of the man. re­ 
gardless of his politics, who seems to 
them to have their cause at henrt and 
can 
be 
of 
the 
greatest 
service 
to 
them." 
Blanket Indians* Politics. 
A majority of Oklahoma Indians are 
Democrats, he said. 
Hts own tribe, 
the Osages. Is about IVY -TO In politics. 
The blanket Indians of the western 
part of the state, who have not been 
Interested In voting, although even- 
one of them twenty-one y ears old has 
the right to vote, have been swung 
back and forth by leaders of both par­ 
ties. 
If the Great White Father in 
Washington Is a Republican, somehow 
the blanket Indian finds that he ought 
to vote tin1 Republican ticket. 
The 
came feeling would obtain If a Demo­ 
crat were president. 
#“There are over 800,000 Indians In 
the United States. Soldanl says, and 
about 120,000 of them are In Okla­ 
homa. 
This state Is the home of more 
tribes and remnants of tribes than all 
other states combined. 
“These OOO,OOO I rn ll ans, as a unit, 
have a right to be beard In the polit­ 
ical. 
religious, 
social 
anti 
economic 
councils 
of this 
country,” he 
says, 
“and it is our purpose to see that that 
right is accorded them." 
Officials of the society 
are 
cata­ 
loguing all the American tr ib e s 
in 
due time a letter will reach every one 
of them, and every one will he invited 
to rake part in the society’s affairs. 
Soldanl plans this year to visit per­ 
sonally as many of the tribes as he 
can 
in Oklahoma and New Mexico, 
and other Southwestern states. 
He Is 
among the oil wealthy of the Osages 
and can afford to put his big car and 
driver Into service as long as Is nec­ 
essary In this organization work. 
Doors of the society are open to In­ 
termarried citizens as well as Indians 
of blood, 
but 
probably 
the 
“squaw 
men" will not be allowed to hold office 
In the society. 
Soldanl approves of a 
suggestion 
made once by club women In o k la­ 
homa that there should be established 
in 
Oklahoma 
the 
greatest 
Indian 
museum In the world. 
He says lf Is 
not unlikely that the society will seek 
public appropriations for 
that 
pur 
pose, or contributions from the rich In 
the form of funds for 
building 
and 
equipping the museum and for endow 
rnent.

You may think that we become more 
solid as the years go b y; that old peo­ 
ple really are, as we call them, with­ 
ered and dried up. 
But they are not 
“drier.” 
Human 
beings 
grow 
eden 
less dry as age comes on. 
It Is es­ 
timated that the water content of the 
body In old age is from 81.2 to 84.8 
per cent, as compared with from 75 to 
80 per cent In earlier life. 
So the 
common expression, “a dried-up old 
man," has no basis in fact. 
If the amount of water content In j 
the body Is reduced by only IO per 
cent, It results In very serious disor­ 
ders. 
If it is reduced 20 per cent, 
death 
is 
almost 
certain 
to 
follow. 
There have been cases where a per­ 
son has survived beyond this point; 
but a loss of 22 per cent Is, I believe, 
a limit beyond which human beings 
cannot live —American Magazine.
